to be discovered. He cites the case 
of Chinese civilization, which was in- 
troduced into his country and copied 
1,500 years ago. At that time Japan 
had no alphabet and so accepted Chin- 
ese hieroglyphics, but » scholar arose 
who improved on these and out of the 
Chinese characters developed a phon- 
eti • alphabet •which is now the basis 
of the Japanese language, the language 
itself being quite distinct from me 
Chinese. 


It is the same with the modem 


movement in his country, says Baron 
Kaneko. The leaders are sot work- 
ing for the present, hut for the cen- 
tury to come; They study foreign 
civilizations and select those features 
wh.ch they think will improve their 
own. At first they imitate, then, they 
adopt and modify. The constitution 
of Japan, he says, is quite different 
from those of American or European 
countries, yet its frame and founda- 
tion are quite in accordance with the 
principles of western civilization. In 
the organization of their army they 
copied the German system, and in the 
navy the English, and American. The 
baron does not say, hut It may be said 
for ft™, that as the Russians had used 
ta« same models, at least for their 
army, the outcome shows that the Jap- 
anese profited by their studies and im- 
proved ott Hie originals. la their 
csHisnoa schools the child begins at 6, 
and for four years is taught the Jap- 
anese and Chinese languages. During 
the last four years English is added 
and at 14 he can. read and speak aU 
three languages. This is its own com- 
ment on the superiority of Japanese 
over American schools. What Amer- 
ican child of 14 has any practical 
knowledge of, say 
German, gained 


from the schools, though he si 
have begun the study at 6? 


The national ambition, its aim and 


aspiration, is, says Baron Kaneko, so 
to engraft western culture and science 
upon their own institutions, and by 
blending and assimilating the two 
types of civilization—oriental and oc- 
cidental—to bring forth a saw type 
in which the culture and science of 
the two hemispheres shall meet, not 
in conflict, but in harmony, so ss to 
enable the people to share th« inher- 
itance of Christian religion, oriental 
philosophy, Greek art.Iloman law and 
modern science. It is surely a high 
and worthy purpose, one which it is 
the part of the western world to ap- 
prove and encourage.
